There ie now no doubt in my mind thst the executive agencies 
and the Commission staff presented an entirely inadequate and felse 
picture of Oswald to one members oi‘ the Commission and to the country 
and tbet to melee this possible there were additional liberties taken 
with the Commission' e records. 

Should you b? interested in details, I will be gled to 
diacuee this with you under the eorao conditions as before.
